Galloway Retires 


As Local Postmaster 


Corsicana's postmaster for the past six 


years, W. C. Galloway, is spending his last day 
as postmaster today after 32 years and 8 
months on the Corsicana postal force. 


Galloway started in the postal business as a 


substitute carrier and then became a regular 
carrier, clerk, superintendent of mails, 
assistant postmaster and finally pos 
He was the first Corsicana postal employee to 
be promoted from the ranks to serve as post- 
master. 


Recalling the era when he began, Galloway 


cited the penny postcard, two cent stamps for 
local delivery and 3 cent stamps for out of town 
mail. He also related how when he began work 
in the post office Corsicana had daily mail 
service from three railroad lines. Today there 
are few such mail trains left in the state and 
none in Corsicana. 


Wayne Norris, currently assistant post- 


master, will serve as officer in charge of the 
Corsicana Post Office until a permanent 
postmaster is named. 


While Galloway is spending his final day in 


the office today, his retirement becomes of- 
ficial June 30, as does the retirement of Marvin 
Wassum. 


Wassum began his postal career as a sub- 


stitute clerk in 1953 before becoming a full-time 
clerk and finally, a carrier in 1956. He has 
served on the carrier force since that time. 


Supreme Court 
Severely Restricts 
Smut Protection 


HINGTON (AP) — In a 5-4 decision 


reversing a decadelong trend toward per- 
missiveness, the Supreme Court today severely 
restricted the range of pornography protected 
by the Constitution. 


In an opinion written by Chief Justice Warren 


E. Burger, the court held: 


—Local community standards rather than 


national standards may be used in determining 
whether material is obscene and therefore not 
protected by the Constitution. 


—That juries and courts no longer need to 


find that material is "utterly" without re- 
deeming social value before they declare it 
obscene. 


Instead, Burger wrote, they may 


whether the work "taken as a whole lacks 
serious literary artistic, political, or scientific 
value.11 


"Hard core" pornography was the target of 


Burger's opinion. 


"One can concede that the 'sexual revolution1 


of recent years may have had useful by- 
products in striking layers of prudery from a 
subject long irrationally kept from needed 
ventilation^" Burger wrote.

Corsicana city officials got 


some shocking news Tuesday 
when presented bills for more 
than $87,000 for consulting 
engineering services for design 
of the new sewage treatment 
plant and preparation of a grant 
applying for federal funding for 
most of the plant's construction 
costs when neither the grant nor 
the design of the plant have 
been 
approved 
by 
the 


Environmental 
Protective 


Agency. 


City Manager Jack Russell 


informed the City Commission 
that 
consulting 
engineers 


Forrest & Cotton had submitted 
the bills—$65,660.80 for design 
of the sewage treatment plant, a 
design that has not been ap- 
proved by the EPA; a bill for 
$6,612.48 for preparing Cor- 
sicana's grant 
application 


seeking federal funding, which 
also has not been approved by 
the EPA, and without which 
Corsicana will not have enough 
money from last year's sewer 
bond improvement issue to 
build the treatment plant; and a 
bill 
for 
$14,796.80 
for 


engineering in the design and 
plans for a new outfall sewer 
line. Plans for the outfall line 
have not been received by 
Corsicana from the engineers, 
and Russell said it has not yet 
been determined it is essential 
to build as there is still the 
possibility the old outfall line 
can be rehabilitated, 


Added to that, City Manager 


Russell said the City has been 
told by EPA that its application 
is going to have to be re- 
submitted 
and 
the 
en- 


vironmental 
agency 
is 


requiring an infiltration survey 
be made of pollutants entering 
sewer lines and the plant. He 
said this delay can add still 
further to the cost confronting 
Corsicana. 


Russell said he thought the 


Commission ought to be made 
aware "We are being billed for 
large sums of money (a total of 
$87,070.08) ... under a contract 
approved back in December, 
1970. 


"In accordance with the 


terms of their contract, which 
was approved in December, 
1970, it does call for these 
payments and I thought you all 
ought to be made aware of it 
and put it on the agenda as an 
item for further consideration," 
Russell reported. He added that 
representatives 
of 
the 


engineering firm had come to 
Corsicana 
Tuesday 
and 


discussed the bills and contract 
with him, but they had decided 
not to stay for the Commission's 
meeting. 


Commissioner P. D. Fullwood 


quickly recalled that the 
Commission's initial contact 
with the engineers was for 
Forrest and Cotton to prepare 
plans that would be acceptable 
to the two funding agencies 
involved—EPA and Texas 
Water Quality Board 
(from

whom a loan would be ob- 
tained)—t(one agency of which 
would refund upon acceptance, 
and nothing has been accepted, 
nor have they (Forrest and 
Cotton) filed plans that would 
be acceptable to the Environ- 
mental Protective Agency." 


"My contention is," said City 


Manager Russell, "they have 
not fulfilled their obligation to 
design a plant until they design 
a plant approved by EPA, but 
whether this will stand up in 
court or not, I don't know. 
Their contract says they can be 
paid after the work is done." 


Mayor Sue Youngbtood and 


others asked what effect would 
the fact that EPA had with- 
drawn 
a 
federal 
funding 


program for such projects, have 
on paying for the work, and 
Comm. Fullwood observed that 
the engineers "were working on 
the assumption they were 
going to be refunded by the 
federal government—not us— 
because they said—(if on ap- 
proval.11' 


City 
Manager 
Russell 


responded, "Their contention 
is, when they entered into the 
contract, all that was required 
was the Texas Water Quality 
Board's approval, and since 
then the federal eovei 


might come through with some 
money to help finance the plant. 


"Of course, you are well 


aware without the grant we 
can't do anything because we 
don't have near enough money 
(from bonds)," Russell pointed 
out. 


Fullwood acknowledged, "We 


need that grant and we thought 
we had a study going that would 


enable us to get it—to be con- 
sidered for it." 


City Manager Russell said 


quickly, "It is not just us, 
everybody is in the same spot 
right now, the EPA is not ap- 
proving any grants right now." 


For the time being, the City 


officials acknowledged that its 
plans to proceed with the new 
treatment plant are stymied. 


Mrs. Doris Ratliff, secretary 


to the Navarro County Com-

Rabbi Ernest Joseph and 


another person to be named 
later will ask the Corsicana 
School Board at its special 
Friday noon meeting to call for 
a public hearing Monday on the 
alternate plan of desegregation 
presented Wednesday night by 
Bruce Maxwell at an open 
meeting at the Corsicana Public 
Library. 


bbi Joseph's request to the 


Board follows the approval by 
11 of the 18 persons attending 
the meeting to have the School 
Board consider Maxwell's plan 
through another 
city-wide 


meeting. 


Rabbi Joseph himself will be 


presenting the request for a 
more 
complete 
airing of 


Maxwell's plan. He said that not 
enough persons were at the 
meeting and that such an issue 
should be presented to as large 
a segment of the citizenry as 
possible. 


He also indicated that before 


he came he thought the Wed- 
nesday meeting would be such a 
meeting with a School Board 
representative on hand to go 
over the plan. 


By having such a meeting on 


Monday night, Maxwell is 


\ 
hoping to gain approval of his 
plan as an alternate plan to that 
desegregation plan which the 
federal Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare rejected 
at the first of this month and 
which the School Board sub- 
mitted alone at a hearing today. 


^ 


The Board is meeting in 


Dallas today at a pre-hearing 
session presided over by Judge 
Clarence S, Fletcher, a federal 
administrative law judge from 
Houston. Judge Fletcher will 
make the "initial decision" on 
the acceptability of the School 
Board plan. 


Maxwell's plan calls for 


busing at all elementary schools 
except 
Houston, 
which 


currently is 57.1 per cent white 
and 42.9 per cent black. It would 
result in a white-black per- 
centage ratio of 79.5 to 20.5 at 
Bowie, 70 to 30 at Fannin, 41.5 to 
58.5 at Lincoln, 60 to 40 at Travis 
and 80.9 to 19.1 at Lee. 


To arrive at these figures, 


Maxwell would institute no 
changes in the kindergarten or 
first grades, a point he says is in 


keeping with what he considers 
is the consensus of Corsicanans. 


The busing involved in his 


projected program would see 
all second graders from Bowie 
and Travis transported to 
Lincoln; all third graders from 
Fannin and Lee bused to Lin- 
coln; all fourth graders at 
Lincoln bused to Bowie and 
Travis; and all Lincoln fifth 
graders bused to Fannin and 
Lee. 


This would make the second 


and third grades at Lincoln just 
under 56 per cent white and 
increase the ratio of black 
students to 50 per cent in the 
fourth grade at Bowie, 49.8 per 
cent in the fourth grade at 
Travis, 40.4 per cent in the fifth 
grade at Fannin, and 42.3 per 
cent in the fifth grade at Lee. 


Maxwell was even more 


precise in his presentation, 
depicting projected classroom 
ratios to provide a better 
balance of students within the 
classes themselves. 


This classroom ratio is a 


crucial aspect for Maxwell, as 
he said he was "guessing" that 
HEW is calling for a better 
black-white student balance 
within the classrooms them- 
selves and not just in the schools 
separately. 


Besides his decision not to 


include kindergarten and first 
grade students in his proposal, 
Maxwell also noted that he 
considers his plan to also follow 
the other guidelines established 
at the May 7 city-wide meeting 
held by the school board which 
resulted in the now rejected 
official plan of desegregation. 
These 
guidelines 
include 


equalized busing in the white 
community, keeping Lincoln 
open and minimizing busing. 


That his plan equalizes white 


busing is apparent when it is 
seen 
that 
every 
white 


elementary school student will 
be bused once during his five- 
year elementary school career 
except for those students at- 
tending racially acceptable 
Houston. Black students from 
Lincoln will be bused in both the 
fourth and fifth grades. 


S Ivia Gordon asked Maxwell 


whether the students might not 
just consider the busing year as 
a "novelty" which they go 
through for a brief period only. 
His reply was that he thought 


the racial construction of the 
classrooms at each school 
would be such that students 
would actually be growing up 
with students of a different 
race. 


Here his figures do not sup- 


port him fully, however, as the 
third and fifth grades at Bowie 
would be all white, while the 
second and fourth grades at Lee 
would have only token black 
representation with one black 
student in each grade. 


The reasoning behind Max- 


well's desire to integrate by 
class came under fire from Mrs. 
C. A. Miller. Mrs. Miller ob- 
jected to his contention that if 
the black student population 
were scattered proportionately 
through the system the young 
black students would cower into 
the corners of their classes 
scared of the white majority. 
Mrs. Miller replied that the 
"children will get along" if their 
parents leave them alone. 


This line of reasoning was 


also espoused by Gus Gap- 
pleberg who added that if left to 
themselves the children "will 
settle their own problem and do 
it to a lot better satisfaction 
than we can." 


Gappleberg also questioned 


Maxwell's desire to minimize 
busing since the Maxwell plan 
would call for the addition of 
four buses to the current fleet. 
Gappleberg reminded Maxwell 
of the current inflationary 
problems and also of the recent 
revelations by superintendent 
Joe Lindsey that the system is 
currently $90,000 "in the red" 
because of a drop of 170 students 
in its average daily attendance 
figures which determine the 
amount of state and federal aid 
the school can receive. 


A pessimistic tone emerged at 


times during the meeting as the 
people in attendance questioned 
the true effectiveness of such a 
small gathering. It was this 
same scarcity of people at the 
meeting that prompted Rabbi 
Joseph to accept Maxwell's 
request that he present the 
meeting's resolution calling for 
a Monday night meeting of the 
board. 


All were not glum, however, 


and when Mrs. Jo Nell Skews 
remarked that "right people" 
were not present—the "powers 
that be" who could influence the 


school board—Mrs. Opel Lee 
replied that the people at this 
meeting did possess some 
power. 


She explained that "we can 


by-pass the school board" 
because of HEW's willingness 
to listen. She clarified this 
position earlier by remarking 
that HEW would consider this 
• 
plan if submitted because it is 
"fair and equal" and because 
HEW's reluctance to force a 
completely foreign plan upon 
the school district. 


Maxwell added that he, too, 


believed in "working both sides 
of the street," and indicated 
that he would send a copy of his 
plan to Jerry Luck, a HEW 
attorney assigned to handle 
matters 
concerning 
the 


desegregation of the Corsicana 
school system. 


—Rabbi Joseph called for a 
conciliatory approach to the 
board, saying that nothing could 
be gained by approaching the 
school board with belligerent 
attitude. 


Maxwell agreed with him by 


avowing that he is "an ally" of 
the board. He added that he 
supports the school board and 
that there are many parts of 
their plan which are good in his 
opinion. 


As might be expected during 


any open meeting, the par- 
ticipants sometimes wandered 
from the proposed topic of 
Maxwell's desegregation plan. 
Also, as might be expected, 
Maxwell's proposal did not 
please everyone, and by the 
time it was approved 11 to 1 
with 6 absentions, a handful of 
people had already departed.

Veto 
onin 
Lessen Quorum 


The controversial ordinance 


expanding the City Planning 
and Zoning Commission from 
seven to nine members and 
establishing a quorum of four 
was adopted on a third reading 
by a three to one vote when 
Mayor Sue Youngblood refused 
to sign the ordinance after 
adoption on second reading two 
weeks ago. 


"This ordinance has been 


passed on two readings and this 
is the third reading," Mayor 
Youngblood announced. "I 
didn't sign it because I thought 
it was questionable and when it 
is passed 
a third time it 


becomes law without 
my 


signature," she explained, 
citing Section 13 of the city 
charter. 


Without comment, Com- 


missioner H. R. Stroube Jr. 
moved 
adoption on third 


reading, with Commissioner P. 
D. Fullwood seconding, and 


issioner Geral Nichols 


joining them in voting for ap- 
proval. Mayor Youngblood cast 
the lone vote against. Com- 
missioner Bob Scott was absent. 


Displeasure with the Com- 


mission's previous action in 
enlarging the board to nine and 
leaving four as a quorum had 
prompted veteran 
member 


Dean Milkes to submit his 
resignation as a member of the 


Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission. When the mayor an- 
nounced they had the con- 
sideration of Milkes' letter 
before them, the resignation 
also was accepted without 
comment by the Cc 
with Fullwood making the 
motion which Nichols seconded. 
Again the vote was three to one 
with Mayor Youngblood voting 
against acceptance. 


Left tabled, and skipped over 


until another time, was the 
matter of authorizing streets to 
be included in a graveling and 
penepriming project as ap- 
proved in a Revenue Sharing 
Budget. The original list of 
streets, including the old 
Corsicana-Navarro road which 
Comm. Fullwood had ad- 
vocated be included and which 
would serve his Chem-Weld 
plastic pipe plant along with oil 
well service operators, had 
been tabled when the list ex- 
ceeded the $30,300 available 
until Public Works Director 
Dick Ballenger could re-work 
the list to bring it within funds 
available. 
Ballenger 
was 


prepared to submit a revised 
list but the opportunity never 
came as only lengthy silence 
greeted Mayor Youngblood's 
observation that the item had to 
be removed from the table 
before it could be considered. 


Commissioners did approve 


the awarding of a contract to E. 
W. Hable & Sons on their low bid 
of 
$325,578.51 
which 


modified 
on 
the 


was 


recom- 


mendations of City Engineer 
Tom Longley to bring it down to 
$223,157.68 for the bond paving 
project for portions of North 
Beaton, East Fifth Avenue, 
West Park Row and 37th Street. 


Two other bids received were 


those of Young Brothers for 
$368,262.85 and Uvalde Con- 
struction Co. for $444,634.21. 


City 
Engineer 
Longley 


reported the construction cost 
estimated presented by con- 
sulting engineers Knowlton- 
Ratliff-English and Collins, Inc. 
for the work was $261,153.20 
with Hable's bid exceeding this 
estimate by $64,425.31. He said 
the largest single difference as 
in the engineers estimate of 
$48,000 
for 
removal 
and 


replacement 
of the North 


Beaton bridge over Post Oak 
Creek, the difference being 
$30,000. The city engineer 
recommended the bridge not be 
included in the contract, giving 
time to redesign a less ex- 
pensive structure, and thereby 
reducing the contract by 
$78,000. 


To reduce costs and save bond 


funds 
for 
later 
projects, 


Longley recommended that 
City 
forces 
perform 


preparatory work on the streets 
which would reduce six bid 
items in 
the 
amount of 


$24,420.83, thus bringing the 
Hable bid down to $223,157.68. 
At the same time, City Engineer 
Longley recommended that the 
paving of Oaklawn Drive bet- 
ween N. Main and N. Beaton 
streets be awarded to Hable at 
$4,250 as an extensive to the 
first contract, subject to ap- 
proval by Hable. 


"This second project is ad- 


jacent to the original contract 
and can be constructed more 
efficiently while Beaton Street 
is being constructed," he 
reported. This brought the total 
contract price to $227,407.68. 
Asked what the Oaklawn 
project entailed, Longley said it 
encompassed widening the 
street to 31 feet, paving it, and 
providing curbs and gutters. 
Public 
Works 
Director 


Ballenger said he found no fault 
with the design of the Beaton 
Street bridge, but he said it was 
just a little expensive and they 
could save some money by 
redesigning it and excluding it 
from this contract. Ballenger 
endorsed the city engineer's 
recommendations and Com- 
m i s s i o n e r s 
a p p r o v e d 


unanimously awarding the 
contract on the lines Longley 
proposed. 


City officials heard a request 


from Jack Smith, attorney and 
homeowner on Forrest Lane 
representing himself and neigh- 
bors, that the City put their 
"area 
in a hot priority 


situation" for improving a 
drainage problem. Smith said 
when it rains excessively as it 
has recently, Forrest Lane and 
other streets in the neigh- 
borhood flood, putting water 
across the yards of numerous 
homes—and into at least two 
homes that he knew of—causing 
water damage. Smith said that 
during the recent rains it 
"floated" a 2byl2 timber more 
than a block down the street and 
sent it crashing into the door of 
a neighbor's home. 


Smith said he and neighbors 


would like to see immediate 
priority given to digging out the 
creek tributary so it can handle 
more runoff water, and voiced 
residents' requests that the City 
not approve any more plats for 
opening of new streets in the 
area until developers can come 
up with a plan to handle the 
water. 


"If more streets are opened 


up out there, I don't think there 
is any doubt several homes will 


be two or three feet under 
water," Smith said. 


Public 
Works 
Director 


Ballenger said the City took a 
survey of the drainage problem. 
He sa«l a culvert with an 
enlarged 10-foot inlet wasn't 
wid« enough. He said the City 
had used a crane to open up the 
creek channel as far out as the 
crane could reach from the 
street as the machine was so 
heavy and the ground was so 
soft and muddy it couldn't be 
manuevered to dredge out 
further. Ballenger said part of 
the drainage problem was Fish 
Tank road near the railroad as 
there is a blockage close to the 
railroad. He said the City is 
negotiating with the owner to go 
in on private property to do the 
improvement work, but this is 
time consuming to contact all 
the property owners. Ballenger 
said if crews could get 30 to 45 
days of dry weather where 
heavy equipment could be 
moved in, they could ac- 
complish a lot. 


Comm. Fullwood asked how 


the City stands on right-of-way 
easements along Post Oak 
Creek to the west of where it 
has already made channel 
improvements. Ballenger said 
the city didn't actually own any 
easement as the property 


owner's property lines went to 
the center of the creek, and it 
was a matter of contracting 
them to get permission for 
access to go in to work along the 
creek. 


Comm. Fullwood told Smith 


the Commission had brought up 
the problem of the need for 
easements as early as last 
October to remedy drainage 
conditions. "We are going to 
need your cooperation and help 
in 
getting 
easements," 


Fullwood said, eliciting from 
Smith a pledge that he and 
others who live in the area will 
help the City all they can. 


City officials delayed for 


further study a possible con- 
tract with Corsicana 
Data 


Systems for computer work and 
data processing. City Manager 
Russell said that by contracting 
with the new firm being 
established 
by 
Charles 


Reynolds and Wayne Oldroyd 
the City can effect an im- 
mediate savings in excess of 
$1,400 of the present monthly 
cost to Corsicana of $3,837 for 
leasing its own IBM computer. 
Reynolds presently is the City's 
computer programmer. Russell 
said by contracting with the 
new firm, the City could 
eliminate two of its computer 
employes. 


Kilometer Six: Where America Thrives Freely in the Heart of Laos 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) - 


More than 125 American fami- 
lies in Laos live in transplanted 
suburbia complete with Little 
League baseball, Fourth of July 
barbeques and a $55,000 Olym- 
pic-size swimming pool. And it's 
all free. 


Some call this mini-America 


10,000 miles from the United 
States "Levittown, Laos." Oth- 
e!rs call it the "American 
Qhetto." Its real name is Ki- 
lometer Six—because it is six 
kilometers northeast of Vien- 


tiane, the capital of Laos. 


Like Levittowns in the United 


States, there are ranch-style 
houses, potluck dinners, bridge 
games and problem drinkers. 


But there are differences. Ki- 


lometer Six has no super- 
markets or television. It has at 
least one full-time maid per 
house and usually a cook and 
gardner. 


And the U.S. government, 


which built the community, 
pays $243,000 annually for its 
upkeep. So all the families. 


which have one parent working 
for the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development, don't 
pay a dime for rent or mort- 
gage. 


"A lot of people in AID are not 


foreign service oriented and 
unwilling wives are often ap- 
prehensively dragged over- 
seas," said Harry L. Carr, 
USAID's executive officer. 
"One of Kilometer Six's un- 
measurable values is that they 
feel comfortable out there. 


"Maybe it's bad to take 


America with you but it's im- 
portant for them," he said. "It's 
nice not to have diarrhea every 
day whether you're Lao or 
American. I think the kind of 
culture you see out there is not 
one to be ashamed of. These 
people build their own gardens 
and fishponds and the Laotians 
who go out there think they see 
Americans as they really are." 


Families in Kilometer Six 


think the community's a great 
place for children, particularly 
since the American School of 


Vientiane is within walking dis- 
tance. They also like the secur- 
ity and the freedom to do "their 
own thing" without worrying 
about annoying anyone. 


What do the kids think? 
"In the states, all anybody 


does is watch TV and stay in the 
house most of the time," said 
Esther Bin of Chicago, a 14- 
year-old freshman. "They don't 
get half as 
much done 


physically and mentally as we 
do here. You're active 24 hours 
a day." 


Esther, a top competitive 


swimmer and the community 
baby-sitter, said Kilometer Six 
is "like a little Peyton Place. 
There's no privacy here but I 
like it. Everybody knows every- 
thing. Families come and 
scream and cheer at swim 
meets and baseball games and 
they come to the banquets. It's 
sort of like a family affair but 
not really." 


The American School's first 


senior class—13 girls and 7 
boys—graduated June 1. 


The school has about 500 stu- 


dents 
from 
kindergarten 


through 12th grade, about 17 per 
cent wealthy Chinese, Laos, 
Vietnamese, Thais and other 
non-Americans who pay $900 a 
year to attend.

Whether a Town Is a City Depends on Your State of Mind

Here is some advice for any 


reader who wants a fist sand- 
wich: Call the other fellow's 
city a town and do it with a 
snarl. 


the civic pride of the resi- 


dent is likely to rise suddenly 
to fighting pitch and there just 
could be bloodshed—or tooth- 
shed. 


In the Southwest, where dis- 


tances are great and the popu- 
lation often is thin, what might 
appear to be a town to a New 
Yorker or a Chicagoan may 


seem a sophisticated urban 
center to the people who live 
there. 


A city may be Red Springs in 


the old days where a farm lad 
could go for his thrills. 


He could watch the black- 


smith shoe a horse, view the 
gin turn dirty cotton into pretty 
lint, or prowl around the couple 
of stores. 


It's all a state of mind, 
Mr. Webster, who wrote that 


word book, was smart. He 
stayed out of trouble by declin- 
ing to set any population line 
between city and town. 


Webster notes 
that even 


small places can be cities and 
places inside cities can be 
cities themselves. 


On the other hand, you never 


hear anyone say, "I'm going 
downcity." It's always, "I'm 
going downtown." 


Ever hear anyone say "down- 


city Los Angeles?" It's "down- 
town Los Angeles." 


Language can be confusing. 
Mr. Webster says that any 


"important" place is a city, no 
matter how small. 


Thus, carrying the definition 


further, you live in a city if you 


reside in Red Springs, Dime 
Box or North Zulch, to mention 
only a few of the smaller stars 
in Texas' crown. 


The issue became a live one 


recently at Palestine, popu- 
lation 14,525, when a national 
publication called it a "small 
East Texas town." 


Occasion was the announce- 


ment that Aluminum Co. of 
America will build a multi-mil- 
lion dollar, very 
advanced 


smelting plant six miles to the 
northeast. 


Ernest Jones, veteran staff 


writer and columnist for the 


Palestine 
Herald-Press, 


couldn't take that. 


So he typed out an open letter 


to the publication, written more 
in sorrow than in anger. 


The rest of the story is Jones' 


own: 


May I speak for Peckerwood 


Valley, Alderbranch, Todd City 
and a jillion other places in 
protesting your reference to 
"the small East Texas town of 
Palestine?" 


Peckerwood Valley is where I 


sprang from. It never was a 
"small town," or any other 
kind of town, but a state of 


mind which has been somewhat 
in turmoil since I shelled out of 
it, a runt with a stone bruise on 
my left heel and a burning am- 
bition to grow big in journal- 
ism. 


Todd City and Alderbranch 


are road signs with nothing 
much between their limits ex- 
cept maybe a hoot owl or two 
back in the brush where lots of 
folks used to hang out. 


I will get to the point here, if 


such there be, and document 
my complaint with a modest 
claim that the population of a 
place has nothing in common 


with whether it's large or 
small. San Francisco is touted 
as one of the big ones, but here 
in Texas we have two or three 
much larger cities. 


After 50 years of journalistic 


muddling, I find that writers 
and broadcasters in mud pud- 
dles like New York have a 
fixed habit of looking down 
their noses at folks as big as 
they are but who are not sar- 
dines packed in big cans. 


If the place is inland a way 


from New York, Los Angeles or 
a few other troubled polyglots, 
invariably the writer or news- 
caster pins the "small town" 
label on it. 
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Compare These Safeway tow, tow Prices.' 


Now the folks in the forks of 


the creeks all over this land 
just naturally think their towns 
are the greatest. 


Whether the 1970 Census gave 


a place 14,525, as is the case 
with Palestine, or much more 
or less, that "small town" 
cliche comes out when the sto- 
ry happens to be written in a 
place that has a few—or a few 
million—more sardines. 


Lest, then, one of your staff 


reporters stumbles on a yarn 
about Peckerwood Valley, Al- 
derbranch or Todd City and 
automatically 
repeats 
that 


threadbare cliche, I herewith 
give due warning that no place 
is small in its own estimation.

Dear Aunt Louise

Father's Day and I am hard to 
get—just ask me! It is a 
pleasure to write about my own 
father but I find it difficult to 
describe such a character in one 
article for here indeed was a 
man for all seasons; a hand- 
some, gentle giant of a man 
with a golden voice and a heart 
to match. His loves were God, 
family, children, books, flowers 
and music in that order and he 
enjoyed them with fiery en- 
thusiasm, Here was a man 
whose eloquence, persuasion 
and devotion to his cause in- 
fluenced the lives of his flock for 
forty-eight consecutive years. 
He hailed from the same neck of 
the woods as Mark Twain and 
possessed the same spon- 
taneous which endeared him to 
ail ages. 


After service on Sunday 


mornings the children would 
rush to him for a kiss or a hug 
and he would call them by 
name. Many of them grew to 
maturity, 
were 
baptized, 


married and had grandchildren 
under his pastorship. 
It is 


recorded that he performed 
3,703 wedding ceremonies in his 
lifetime. 


Papa was also Mr. Fixit, 


much to Mama's dismay, for his 
talents did not run along the 
mechanical line. A familiar 
picture in my mind is one of him 
standing sheepishly over a sink, 
wrench in hand, water all over 
the floor with Mama quietly in 
the background calling the 
plumber. Perhaps I inherited 
his deficiency for I barely un- 
derstand the workings of the 
safety pin. 


He never learned to drive a 


car like other folks, perhaps 
because a horse was his mode of 
travel for so many years, but he 
managed to stay alive on busy 
Dallas streets because of a 
Guardian Angel who worked 
overtime. Who else but Papa 
could have been found alive, 
sitting unscathed and wistful, in 
his crumpled Model T wedged 
between two street cars on the 
Jefferson Street tracks? 


ONCE, 
RIDING 
DOWN 


MAIN STREET down town in 
heavy traffic, he suddenly made 
a U-turn with the casual 
remark, "I forgot my glasses- 
have to go back home." 


Somehow he never got a 


ticket but the black janitor of 
the church was jailed for a 
minor 
traffic 
violation. 


Whoever was in the court house 
that day will never forget it as 
my father could forgive most 
anything but injustice. He not 
only freed the prisoner but left a 
few indignant public servants in 
a state of shock. Papa was a 
fighter and would go into a 
scrap 
assured 
of victory 


because of an unerring faith 
that right would triumph. 


His knowledge of psychology 


stood him in good stead with the 
handling of his multifarious 
congregation and also with us, 
his unpredictable brood. 


Once a tall, dark, myst- 


terious-looking man found his 
way to our church and we girls 
fell madly in love on sight. He 
wore a white linen suit, a wide- 
brimmed Panama hat that 
showed off his cafe-au-lait 
complexion, and at the very 
sight of him strains of Spanish 


Mrs. 


fill the air, 
looked like 


guitars seemed to 
His eyes, so dark, 
two burnt holes in a blanket, 
according to Grandma, but they 
were John Gilbert to us and if he 
had merely beckoned to any of 
us we would have Followed. He 
joined the church and my older 
sister knew it was because of his 
great love for hen Papa became 
alarmed since my sister was 
just 16, a bit gidy and ripe for 
romance. 


PAPA 
BEGAN 
HIS 


PSYCHOLOGY subtlely with a 
casual remark: 
"Latins are 


very handsome. All of the 
women are crazy about them 
and their wives are willing to 
stay at home alone and take 
care of the babies every night 
while they go out. Just think of 
all those pretty babies and those 
diapers! You will just love It!" 


It turned out the gentleman 


was a married, sun-tanned Irish 
hymn-book salesman who made 
a point of joining each church 
before giving his sales pitch. He 
left abruptly after a "no-sale," 
taking his brunette charisma to 
greener pastures, 


As each of us 
became 


susceptible to some callow 
youth's attention, Papa would 


the brakes with his 


c o m m e n t s 


put on 
p e r t i n e n t 
suggesting in my case of the 
grocery delivery boy, "Honey,

groceries making sure 
Hamilton's tomatoes don't get 
squashed." 


Somehow Johnny suddenly 


looked more like a squashed 
tomato than a potential husband 
and all was back to normal. 
With three girls, all looking 
more mature than their years 
because of their size, he was 
ever alert keeping us out of 
trouble. 


IN THOSE DAYS DIVORCE 


¥ 


was a major tragedy and Papa 
spent many hours listening to 
couples whose marriages were 
floundering. He managed in 
most cases to patch up their 
differences by convincing each 
partner (alone) they could 
never find another mate who 
would put up with 
their 


foolishness. 


There was no air-conditioning 


and the church windows and 
doors were flung open for a 
chance breeze during summer 
evening services. Folks fanned 
themselves with bamboo fans 
furnished by Lamar and Smith 
Undertaking Parlor whose 
name 
was 
prominently 


displayed on the handle. The 
warm air and the humming of 
the 
revolving 
wall 
fans 


sometimes 
lulled 
the 


congregation into a half-sleep 
and Papa would bring them 
back to reality in numerous 
ways. Either he would remain 
suddenly silent, stilling the 
baritone voice for a full minute, 
or he would make a statement 
that would shock them out of 
their reverie. 


One memorable 
occurrence 


was the night he quoted the 
statistics of the amount of 
money spent by women for their 
make-up. ( He called it paint and 
powder.) "One billion dollars a 
year, ladies ! " After a long 
pause he added, "And from 
what I see here tonight you need 
every nickel's worth." The 
ladies forgave him; in fact, they 
could have spoiled him with 
their indulgence had his feet not 
been planted on solid ground. 


A CERTAIN 
GROUP 
OF 


CITIZENS wanted to make beer 
legal in Oak Cliff and of course 
Papa was dead set against it. 
He challenged his opponents to 
a debate, to which they agreed, 
so that the voters could hear 
both sides of the question. The 
day and hour arrived along with 
a record audience who sat eager 
and waiting for the show to 
begin but the "wets" had no 
speaker. Papa, being well in- 
formed on both angles of the- 
issue debated with himself 
taking first one side, then he 
opposite, moving back and forth* 
from one end of the platform to 
the other. The result was 
comical and the "drys" won 
overwhelmingly. He received 
threats, some offensive mail 
and a few obscene phone calls 
but emerged victorious in his 
cause. 


On this special Sunday that

Energy to Rotary 


Bill Thompson of the Texas 


Power and Light Company told 
members of the Rotary Club 
Wednesday that if the United 
States continues in its present 
trend of using oil, it will become 
a dependent nation by 1985. 


Using color slides he showed 


that most of the oil will be 
deported from the Middle East 
to the United States. 


Thompson also explained that 


the major source of power 
comes from coal, oil, gas and 
water. 


He pointed out that 32 per cent 


of our energy is supplied by 
natural gas, 44 per cent of our 
energy comes from oil, and 22 
per cent is from coal. 


Thompson also explained that 


sources for electrical power in 
this area come from lignite, 
which is used at the generating 
plants in Fairfield, Monticello 
and Martin Lake, 


Lignite, he explained, is a soft 


coal which does not burn easily, 
but 
with 
sophisticated 


machinery it can be made to 
burn and supply electrical 
energy. 


He also pointed out that it will 


cost TP&L $171 million in ex- 
penditures in 1973 to continue 
the supply of electrical energy 
for the next few years, adding 
that the expenditures include 
building new olants bv 1980.

The high cost of operating the 


will be passed onto 


users in the amount of $20 per 
call within Ennis. This is also 
the ra te charged for tra n- 
sferring patients from Ennis to 
other hospitals. 


Persons outside the im- 


mediate Ennis area will be 
charged $20 per call, plus $1 per 
mile, and persons in surroun- 
ding communities, such as 
Sonoma and Garrett, will pay 
$25 per call. 


Extra fees will include $5 


additional for use of oxygen, for 
night calls, or emergency 
service, and $10 extra for each 
hour the ambulance must wait 
for a patient at a hospital or 
clinic. 


Federal revenue money will 


be used to pay for the $22,000 


The Ennis ambulance service 


will be operated in conjunction 
with the fire department, and 
the fire department and am- 
bulance staff will be used in- 
terchangeably, according to 
Henry Bryant, a lieutenant with 
the fire department. 


The City has hired four new 


employes to help operate the 
ambulance service, Bryant 
said. Four other city employes 
are taking emergency medical 
technician training, and two 
have already had it, he said. 


On June 19 an ''emergency 


care attendant" course will be 
offered at City Hall, when fire 
department personnel will be 
instructed in methods of taking 
care of patients, including 
emergency treatment. 


When the fire department

King Pusher 
Causing Chaos 
In San Antonio 


Editors note: The San An- 


tonio narcotics underworld has 
been shaken up recently by a 
series of gangland-style under- 
world assassinations. AP Corre- 
spondent John Lumpkin, in- 
vestigating the background, 
conducted numerous interviews 
with federal customs agents, 
the FBI, San Antonio police and 
sheriff's officers. His research 
has provided the following por- 
trait of the key figure in the 
situation.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP)- 


Federico 
Gomez Carrasco, 


known in the violent South 
Texas narcotics underworld as 
"The Old Man," is being 
stalked by day and by night. 


Carrasco, 33, survives while 


at least five of his reputed as- 
sociates have died in gangland 
bloodlettings in the past 100 
days. He himself is charged in 
one of the killings. 


The stocky, dark tough guy is 


wanted by local, state, federal 
and foreign authorities. Also, 
street informants say he is the 
object of a search by under- 
world bounty hunters, who can 
claim a $10,000 prize for his 
life. 


Because of the turmoil over 


Carrasco, police believe the 
heroin supply to San Antonio's 
estimated 6,000 addicts has be- 
come irregular. 


According to some infor- 


mants, Carrasco tells his next 
move only to his wife and his 
"no. 1" man, and may have 
shaved off his full mustache in 
hope of going unrecognized. 


Carrasco has been called the 


biggest narcotics dealer in 
Texas, and law enforcement 
bulletins describe him as a 
ruthless killer. He also has 
been dismissed as a mere 
South San Antonio "punk." 


Undercover agents and plain- 


clothes officers who now search 
the streets and bars for him 
provided the following informa- 
tion, although they are not in 
agreement on all points. 


The first entry on Fred Car- 


rasco's mug sheet is an arrest 
for theft under $50 at age 15. 
Less than four years later he 
was sent to prison for murder 
without malice. At age 21, he 
was in federal prison for a nar- 
cotics violation. 


Some of his South Texas rela- 


tives were farm laborers but 
he, like his associates, found 
other pursuits in San Antonio. 


"When you can go out and 


buy a brand new automobile in 
cold cash, that farming is for 
the birds," says a sheriff's in- 
vestigator. 


In some of the "street talk" 


which undercover agents pick 
up, Carrasco is rumored to be 
worth as much as $3 million 
and one officer suggests Car- 
rasco may be the target of 
greedy, lone gunmen who have 
heard the rumors and who will 
take him for what cash and 
contraband he has on him. 


Luxury is agreeable to him 


and he takes it with him as he 
moves from place to place. 


He is a hater of "gringos"— 


Anglos—and deals with mem- 
bers of his own race. 


"In fact, he fancies himself as 


a bandido; the machismo thing 
is big," says a U.S. Customs 
agent who is tracking Carrasco. 
"He's done his own killing. His 
people look up to him as an all- 
man type." 


One of Carra sco's people was 


Gilberto "The Cow" Escobedo, 
32, authorities say. 


Escobedo was enjoying a 


breer three months ago in a 
newly-opened tavern when, ac- 
cording to charges filed after- 
wards, Carrasco opened fire 
and killed him. Witnesses said 
Escobedo's slayer burst in the 
door with pistols in bo'th hands. 


The underworld relayed to 


police information that Esco- 
bedo had kept $87,000 of narcot- 
ics money which was supposed 
to go to Carrasco while Car- 
rasco was in prison in Mexico 
last year. 


Carrasco was imprisoned in 


Guadalajara Sept. 19, 1972, 
along with 10 others. Mexican 
authorities told of seizing 97 
kilograms of cocaine and heroin 
worth $20 million. 


Carrasco escaped Nov. iu in a 


truck belonging to the Gua- 
dalajara prison director which 
was used to bring supplies into 
the prison compound. Following 
the escape, the director was 
fired. 


Before his arrest in Mexico, 


authorities say he led an organ- 
ization called "The Dons", de- 
scribed by one federal agent as 
the largest marketer of hard 
narcotics in Texas, Oklahoma 
and Arkansas.

Angus Beer 
Sent to Waco 


The Navarro County Sheriff's 


Department completed transfer 
Tuesday of the $15,000 to $20,000 
worth of beer and wine, con- 
fiscated in the Angus raid of 
June 6, to the Texas Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission in Waco. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton reports 


that this transferral reflects no 
change in his opinion of the 
TABC, whose administrator, 0. 
N. Humphries, he had earlier 
accused of "fence straddling" 
for his supposed failure to take 
positive action in the Angus 
affair. 


Shelton said that the law 


stipulates that he must turn 
over the confiscated beer and 
wine to the TABC and that they 
are required by law to accept it. 


The next step on the beer and 


wine's journey is for the TABC 
to sell it back to wholesalers. 
The sheriff said that formerly 
cold beer that has become flat 
during storage, any items that 
have retail prices on them, or 
any items not containing a full 
set will be poured out.
